At Omaha, choice steers reached 
a new high of $22.75, up 10 cents 
over Thursday, and heifers hit a 
new high of $22.50. The OPA ceil- 
ing for steers there was $17.65. At 
South St. Paul, nine head of top 
choice steers sold for $22.75, 25 
cents above Wednesday's all-time 
record. The OPA ceiling was 
$17.70. 


The bulk of cattle at the Chl- 
cago yards sold from $20.50 to

A Teacher 
Thinks It Over 


A teacher, a woman of many years’ service, 
one I do not know, sent a letter. It was so 
obviously written out of a deep and sincere feel- 
ing, | reproduce part of it as follows: 

“Tl have just Mstened to Mr. Talmadge talk on the local radio 
station about how he intends to ‘raise the school teachers,’ etc. 
There is one item which seems to have been entirely forgotten about

They keep silent for the sake of the reputation and standing of the 
University of Georgia and the school system.

It has long been the rule, where the Fed. 
eral Government provides a part of the funds 
and the Btate the other, for the proportion to be 

the old 50-50. Each provides half for the given purpose, such as 
road building, old age pensions, etc. 

In some instances the Federal Government has set a maximum, 
For instance, old age pensions for indigent persons. The VU. S. pro- 
vides one-half, up to a maximum of $20 per month. 

In some States, such as Washington, where pensioners receive 
an average of $53.14 a month, it is obvious the State provides more 
than half. Or in California, with average pension of $47.51, and 
Massachusetts, with $46.22. 

On the other hand, in many States, including Georgia, the 
average is far below the $40 which could be given without the 


State's half exceeding the Federal contribution.

Higher Ratio tives, approved by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, which, if passed will not only increase the maximum Fed- 
eral contribution to $30 per month, but will change the ratio for 
many of the States.

Well, the United States Census Bureau has just tssued a report 
which throws some illuminating light on the subject. The report 
deals with the current employment situation In the country. 


It shows that in the month of 
2,000,000 Unemployed fo Ns passed, employment of 
civilians in the United States rose to a total of 56,740,000, with only 
2,560,000 persons unemployed. 

To appreciate what that means in terms of peacetime indus- 
trial activity, this figure for total employment is more than 5,000,000 
higher than the average for 1941, the year we were drawn into t 
war, and nearly 12,000,000 above the average for 1939, the yedr 
the war started, 

In view of the comparatively small number of persons reported 
unemployed, it is fair to assume that we have reached a condition 
of virtually full employment 

The statistical evidence furnished by the Census Bureau on the 
state of our current industrial activity is reinforced by other factors. 
For one thing, there are the widespread complaints that are being 
heard of labor shortages 

Then, also, there was the recent report of the Federal Reserve 
Syvatem showing that since V.J Day production in the United States 
has reached a point where the average is some 64 percent higher 
than the average for the years immediately preceding the wat 

All of this tends to knock the claims of the NAM into a cocked 
hat. Despite strikes in some of our crucial industries like steel and 
coal we have gone ahead to a point where employment has reached 
the highest mark in our peacetime history. 

Obviously industry would not be employing all of these people 
if it were forced to operate at a loan. 

And with so many persons gainfully emploved it stands to reason 
that goods are being turned out in record volume 


: : That not be true of all industries. The 
Nearing Stride automobile manufacturers, for @examplé, have 
heen slow getting undér way, due to strikes, material shortages and 
problems of reconversion. But they will be reaching the proper 
stride in time, 

Where the enemies of OPA have been able to foster confusion 
is im failing to distinguish between shortages that have resulted 
from subnormal production and shortages that result from abnormal 
demand. 

Take the meat industry as an illustration. There is a shortage 
in meat today, but it is not due to any shortage in production. We 
are producing far more meat per capita than we were before the 
war, The difference is that the per capita demand for meat has 
greatly increased, thanks to the more prosperous condition of the 
country. 

The same thing Is true of many other lines. With more money 
in their pockets the people are demanding more goods. That, plus 
the fact that we have an accumulated shortage from the war years, 
explains why production is having difficulty catehing up with the 
demand
